The principal item ol tolegrupbio newt 
brought yesterday by the Active is the sur- 
render of the Shenandoah to British author 
ity at Liverpool. Almost the same telegram 
that tolls us of Iho surrender annotuiocs Hie 
fact that tbo captuiu and crew were discharg- 
ed and tbo vessel given ovor into Iho hands 
of the authorities of the United States. 
While on this subject wo seo that Mr. Sewuid 
baa officially informed Mr. Adams, tho Amer- 
ican Minister in England, that tho American 
Government will not bo responsible for the 
Confederate loans. This, no doubt, wan in 
answer to a decision given some timo ago by 
tho English Vico-Chancellor in tho cuso of 
tho United Stales against u Liverpool firm 
that hold a cargo of Southorn cotton, jusi 
then received Irom a blockade runner. The 
decision aud circumstances of the case we 
commented upon when the news arrived ; but 
it may not bo noodles:, to say that tho sub- 
stanoo of tbo decision given by the Vice- 
Chancellor was, that as tho North hud as- 
sumed all ihe property claimed by the South 
it was equally bound to assume all the re- 
sponsibility attached to tho property. Mr. 
Seward not only repudiates this doctrine bul 
insists on iho restoration of tho cotton winch 
was giveo by tho Euglish law courts to the 
Livorpool firm. 

From England wo learn that tho cholera 
is on the dcclino in Europo and that it has 
shown but very slight indications In Ureal 
Britain. The cattle plague still holds out, 
although it would appear tlmt a gentleman 
has at length discovered a remedy (or the 
fell disease in turpentine und linseed oil. 
The sheep continue to suffer aud iho pigs we 
find are " dying by scores." A correspondent 
of the Times however has discovered, ac- 
cording to bis own showing, a euro foi tho 
pigs, in flour of sulphur and barley meal. 
The inland revenue returns of the United 
Kingdom havo just been published and 
show a Haltering result. Notwithstanding 
a loss of £1,200,000 by repeal of taxation the 
inland rovenue collected was greater by 
£161,000 than in the previous year. The 
revenue from home-made spirits, £10,170,731, 
showed an increase ot £481,210, and tin 
number of gallons consumed as beverage in 
the United Kingdom, 20,31)9,8-14, an in- 
crease of 946,398. " This is an unequivocal 
testimony," says tue Times, " to the prosperous 
oondition of tho laboring classes. Those who 
(alee alarm ut an increased salo of intoxica- 
ting liquors must remember that, notwith- 
standing the iccreu'.e of population, the 
quantity consumed is now very considerably 
less than it was some years ago before I lie 
duties were raised. Tho year 1842 was the 
lost before those alterations in tho ratos ol 
duly oommeiiced, which terminated in I860 
in a uniform rato of 10s. throughout Ibc 
kingdom. Tho consumption. (in 1801 wat 
nine-tenths of a gallon per heud of population 
but tho present consumption is little more 
than six-tonths ol a gallon per head, and yet 
there is an increaso of nearly j£4,000,00U in 
tho revenue. If we include the foreign aud 
colonial spirits consumed the quantity is slill 
almost a gallon aud one-tenth per bead in 
1852, and not quite nine-tonlbs ofa gallon in 
1862. Of wine the consumption has risen in 
tho same period from '23 of a gallon per 
head to -38, aud ol beer from -6 of a barrel to 
•7. These facts show tho tendency towards 
the substitution of milder stimulants fur 
ardent spirits." From tho continent uf Europo 
the most important intelligence is tho evacua- 
tion of Rome by tho French troops. The. move- 
ment commenced, or at least wus to have mm- 
menced, on tho 15th ult. 

From our South American exchanges wc 
have Iho uuwelcomo intelligence that war 
has actually broken out botween Chile and 
Spain. During tho troubles betweon tire 
latter power and Peru it was asserted by 
Spain, among other things, that tho Spanish 
Legation were allowed to be insulted with 
impunity in Chile — that a newspaper called 
the San Martin continually and unchecked 
assailod iho Spanish Government in iho mosl 
libellous manner — and that the Peruvian and 
even French men-okwar wore allowed privi* 
leges in Chilian ports not permitted to the 
navy of Spain. The demands, according to 
the El Mercurio, made by Spain on Chile 
were all conceded, and thu Spanish Plenipo- 
tentiary, M. Tavira, satisfied. When ihe 
negotiations, however, reached Spain ihe 
Covernmont repudiated them, aud sont oui 
Admiral Pareja to enforco tho still further 
humiliation of a sulvo o( .twantyooo guns 
from tho tort to the Spanish ting and an am- 
ple apology. As tho Admiral arrived ut 
Valparaiso, accidentally or designedly, just 
on t ho eve of iho celebration of the anniver- 
sary of Chilian independence, the demands 
hud a ten-fold humiliation, and tbo Chilian 
Government indignantly spurned Iho Ad- 
miral's ultimatum. This gentleman imme- 
diately procoeded to blockade the coast, and 
the Republic declared, without further deluy, 
wur against Spain. Tho wholo affair occu- 
pied but three or four days. A loan of twenty 
million dollars was authorized by tho Chilian 
Congress, and unlimited powers grunted lu 
the Executive for raising troops, procuring 
ships und proceeding with energy against the 
Spanish power. A panic was created, a run 
On the banks onsued, which resulted, ufler a 
hard struggle in tho suspension of cash 
payments. In Ibis crisis application was 
inado to Congress, and the issue ol 
a million and a»half ol dollar notes was 
allowed on the security of thu capital of tho 
hanks. Tho Spanish float consists of two 
frigates und a gunboat at Valparaiso; one 
(ligaie at Caldera ; one frigutu at Coquimbo ; 
and a transport and gunboat for carrying 
iluspalchos. It is supposed that iho towns 
albdg thu coiiHt will he immediately lioin-

Tho House then resolved itself into a coiiii 
uiilteo of the whole to consider tho reply to 
the Governor's address. Dr. Dic'tsou in the 
Chair. Ab regards tho Crown Lauds des- 
patches, 

Mr. DeCoaiHos said that ho presumed 
that Iho llouso would have ample timo to 
discuss the question, but that bo felt bound 
to avail himself of Ibis opportunity to draw 
atleutiou to a curious oirouiiistiinco. Ho al- 
luded to the delay which had taken pla.-e in 
transmitting tho communication of the 
House to tli'j Home Government. It appeared 
Bomewhat extraordinary that such a period 
of timo should bo allowed to elapse 'as from 
June, 1804, until April, 18(35. Ten months 
incubation belore these important docu- 
ments were sent lo thu Colonial Office. Alter 
making every ullowance lor printing tho 
papers must have been ready iu October, 
1864, and yet six months aro allowed to pa=s 
away belore anything is done by the Execu- 
tive. It was only alter the motion of ihe junior 
morubor lor the city, suggesting that a 
delogalo bo sent to Downing street, that tho 
authorities wore stimulated lo any uction. 
As the representative of a largo constituency, 
ho must declare that such a delay was un 
act of gross negligence on tho part of tho 
Governor. Until there was some talk about 
sending a special delegate to England we 
find that nothing was done in the matter. [| 
was quite clear that something vigorous must 
bo done at a future time. 

Dr. Ltelmcken thought that llioro must bo 
some misunderstanding in iho affair, as such 
a delay could soaroely have occurred. It was 
just possible lhal what should havo been 
done, had been douo. It was hardly fair to 
make such an accusation, when refutation 
was not practicable. Thero was an ac- 
knowledgement of ono despatch, and the 
other must hiwo been received. In the mean- 
time, he mas. urge upon tho members to 
suspend Iheir judgment. 

Mr. DeCosmos observed that thoy had only 
lo doal with tlio facts that were before them. 
Tho fault of tho Exeeutivo was that they 
wanted to make a son of stale secret ot this 
proceeding. There was nothing open or 
manly nbuut them. A similar delect was 
observable in the polioy of Sir James Donglas, 
lie only adrorted lo what appeared upon 
the surlace ot tho matter. Ten months had 
elapsed before the alluir was brought under 
the consideration of the Home Government. 

Dr. Helmcken was only anxious to see 
fair play. The proper courso to pursue was 
to enquiro about the uclual dato of trans- 
mission. In justico to tho Governor, to the 
House, and in snort to cvorybody elso, it was 
only tight to put such a question. 

The sentence with regurd to union of the 
colonies having been read Mr. DeCosmos 
complained of the sluggishness which marked 
tho reply. The Governor was only a servant of 
tho Crown, and tho House should have been 
iuformed of the notion which bud boen taken. 
Thero should bo no secret diplomacy about 
it, He must conless that he had no confidence 
in the action of bis Excellency on this union 
question. There had been so much unne- 
cessary delay that it was incumbent on tho 
House to tako some definite steps for them- 
selves. 

Dr. Helmoken did not consider thai the 
Governor was at liberty to lay all bis official 
communications before the House. Ho did 
not think that any despatches had been re- 
ceived stating tbal u ion should positively 
tnko place, It W-j ;.ue that tho Governor 
of a neighboring colony had gono home, 
which might have some influence iu the re- 
salt. There was a great doal of sentiment 
mixed up in Ihe idea of making tho colonies 
one and indivisablo, although ho must add 
that he should bo glad to see union consum- 
mated as speedily as possible. 

Mr. M'CIure could uot allow such an ex- 
pression 03 the hon. the Speaker's, about tho 
Union question boing one of sentiment, to 
pass unnotioed. To say that an agitation 
that had gone from ono end of the country 
to the oilier, and affected pecuniary every 
person on (he Island was simply a matter of 
sentiment was surely lo misstate the fact. So 
far ns Ihe other question was concerned — the 
want of attention cither on the pari of the 
Governor or Mr. Card well to the resolutions 
of the Houso— ho thought the Dome or 
the Colonial authorities sadly wanting in 
ordinary courtesy or culpably negligent. 
Vancouver Island was small, but that was 
no reason why Iho inhabitants should bo 
troated as children. He for one demanded 
from Mr. Cardwell as well as His Excellenoy 
the same attention nnd courtesy which the 
House were willing to show to both. 

Tho reply was subsequently ad >ptod, and 
will be presented at L o'clock to-day.

sion of such liabilities against England. 

It is stated that Waddell sent a letter 
to Earl Russell, the contents of which arc 
unknown. The Captain and crew nt'e re- 
maining on the pirate Shenandoah. 

The London Star says she will be 
claimed by the Americans and thero is no 
reason for refusing to givo her np. 

The London 'Times says the personal 
liabilities of the Captain gives rise to per- 
plexing circumstances, but strict justice 
will be done by the tribunals. 

The Mercury snys the representative 
of tho American Government at ibis port 
has been, since the arrival of this vessel, 
in communication with the Custom author- 
ities.

a few days. 

Nkw Yokk, Nov, 'JO. — The Liverpool 
Post says that when Captain Waddell 
heard tho real news, or suspected that 
what he was told was true, he put about 
ship and ran for Lisbon, not knowing 
what interpretation the British or Federal 
Governments might bo put upon his con- 
duct, lie entered the Tagus, paid oil' his 
crew, and put a new crew on board. 

During his long cruiso and long voyage 
lie never encountered a Britiah or Ameri- 
can man-of-war. 

Liverpool dispatches to the London 
Neics say that on board tho Shenandoah 
there are about thirty-six chronometers, 
together with a number of sextants, cabin 
furniture, nnd other articles of value.

The London Timet says : It is impos- 
sible for the American Government lo 
abandon thu claims for the depredations 
uf the Alabama, but it is quite possible 
for a Government to yield nothing, yet do 
nothing. We must proparo to bo told 
that the United States Government will 
abate no jot of its demands, and will 
reserve tho right of enforcing them, but 
still, when the temper of the people is 
calmed, whon commerce has renewed its 
links, there will be little diaposition to 
dwell upon unavoidable difficulties. 

Capt. Waddell, in his letter to Marl 
Russell, which is now published, says : 
" In obedience to orders 1 found myself 
In the Arctic and Ocbotsk seas, far from 
ordinary channels of commorco, and in 
consequence of this awkward circuin 
stance was engaged in acts of war until 
the '28th of Juno. I was ignorant of the 
reverse Buffered by the Confederates, and 
tho total obliteration of the government 
under which I acted. I received the first 
nown of tho downfall of the Confederates 
on the '2nd of August, from the British 
bark Liurrncouta, and desisted Immediate- 
ly from acta of war till 1 could conjuiuill- 



catu with European ports, and loarn if 
tho news was true. I could not have 
Leon sousihlo that tho talcs told by the 
American ships were true, but mcroly on 
tho statement of the British captain, I 
diligently sought for precedent in law for 
guidance in the future control and final 
disposal of the vessel, but found none.'' 

Fidd|ng tho authority questVnable 
under which ho acted, he ceased cruising 
and shaped his course for the Atlantic, 
lie did not feel justified in destroying 
vessols, but on tho contrary, thought the 
ship would revert to the American 
Government, lie therefore sought Liver 
pool i to learn tho news, nnd if with foun- 
dation, to surrender tlio ship, with guns, 
stores and apparel complete, to the 
British Government, for disposition ns it 
should deem proper. 

Tho Shenandoah was surrendered to 
the American Consul on tho 10th, who 
took formul possession and placed her 
Capt. Freeman nnd a crew of his own 
selection, to convey the ship to New 
York. 

Earl Russell as Premier, and Lord 
Clarendon as Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
havo been installed into office. No ma- 
terial chnnge will be made until February. 

The Shipping Gazette states that oil 
springs have been discovered in England. 

Tlio French were to commenco tho 
ovaciiation of Rome on tho 15th inst. 

Tho Spanish Government has ordered 
a strict watch over tho coast of Cuba, 
owing to tho Jamaica insurrection. 

All accounts agree that tho cholera is 
fast disappearing in Paris. The mortal- 
ity had diminished by the 1st of Novem- 
ber to less than half of what it formerly 
was. Since then n still further reduction 
was experienced. Tho deaths, both in 
the hospitals and city, amounted to no 
more than 00 or 70. In Malta the 
deaths had diminished until they averaged 
not more than 14 per day. 

The French Government had a prose- 
cution against the Opinion Nationals for 
spreading news about Mexico calculated 
to disturb the public peace. 

The Times continued to disparage the 
Russell Cabinet, and says it would almost 
seem as if there must be an interval of 
partial disorganization, after which the 
Cabinet will go on with renewed strength 
or go to pieces. The issue depends upon 
themselves, upon' the boldness uud wisdom 
of their policy, and upon their aptitude 
in assimilating to themselves the forces 
which lio ubout them. 

Meetings have been hold in Manchester 
and Paris in aid of tho emancipated 
negroes in tho United States. 

New York, Nov. 21. — Tom Sayors, 
pugilist, is dead, lie died of lung dis- 
ease. 

Karl Russell was at the Lord Mayor's 
banquet, November 5th. Ho paid a 
tribute to the memory of Palmerstou, 
adverting to tlie late reconstruction of 
the Cabinet. Ho said he had received 
tho fullest support Irom his colleagues 
with regard to his policy, and he trusted 
tho country would also consider the 
course they ought to pursue, and he 
should abide by the principles of his life. 
Government recognized the value of con- 
sulting the wishes of the people, and it 
would be for him to condsider how far 
these wishes wcro based on justice. He 
thanked God the American war over, 
lie trusted the Republic now freed from 
slavery, would go on and prosper for cen- 
turies to come. 

It is reported that, Gladstone, radical, 
has been offered tho post of first head of 
the Admiralty. 

It is understood that the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, has contracted 
with a manufactory of North Woolwich 
for tho manufacture of f>0(J knots of sub- 
marine cable for Beliring's Siraits, and 
500 miles galvanised telegraph wire for 
the land. 

CANADA. 

New Yohk, Nov. 10.— A special dis- 
patch to the Herald, dnted Toronto, Oct. 
16th, says that iiitenso excitement pre- 
vailed yesterday. The Governor placed 
troops at the disposal of the Mayer, who 
informed bim of a probable early attack 
on the city, and gave instructions to lake 
ns niiiiiy prisoners as possible. On Tues- 
day night Col. Lenry's house was pelted 
with brickbats. 

To-day's Leader says : — Great prepara- 
tions have been made, such ns posting 
troops nnd patrols , doubling the police 
force, etc., and says the horses of the 
Royal Artillery arc continually harnessed 
and held in readiness. Many discharged 
American soldiors are in the city, and an 
attack might be looked for, 

New Yokk. Nov. 14. — The Hartford 
Courant of yesterday says it is iuformed 
■erai-officially that a company of marines 
from Canada crossed, into Maine for the 
purpose of arresting deserters. The men 
refused to return with tbe officers, and ap 
plication was made to the United States 
authorities to have them given up which 
was refused. There wis danger of an 
outbreak. 

Quncock's corps is ordered to rendez- 
vous in Maine. A company attached to 
Hancock's corps in that city left lur Au- 
gusta, Maine, on Saturday evening The 
Hartford Post says the company left tho 
city on Sunday for Augusta, it is rumored 
either to prevent the Fenians from enter- 
ing Camilla or to prevent British soldiers 
from capturing deserters Irom their nniiy 
who have lied to the Uuited States. 

Naw York, Nov. 11. — Advices from 
Toronto, to the evening of November 
16th, states that the excitement has 
somewhat subsided. The troops are still 
under arms, with patrols out, T. Darcy 
McGeo, in a speech made at Montreal, 
denounced tho Feninns im ravishers. 

THE RUSSIAN TELEGRAPH. 

New YoitK, Nov. 17. — The Times 
special dispatch says, application was 
made to-day to tho Navy Department by 
Ethan Mien, of New York, in behalf of 
Russian and American Overland Tele- 
graph Company, for a naval vessel to aid 
in laying cable across Bohring Straits.

Tho dead inau's body remained uear 
tho spot until the morning, but although the 
utmost otl'orts have boon made by tho police 
to discover Iho murderer, they have hitherto 
beon without success. Wo aro iuformed 
that three men uro new in custody on suspi- 
cion. 

On Thursday morning two bodies wore 
discovered floating in tho harbor. Cue was 
identified as that of a seaman of H. M. gun- 
boat Bouucer, who hud jumped overboard 
with tho intention of swimming ashore, a 
day or two previously, and was drowned in 
iho attempt. He wus buried in the evening. 
The olher body was that ol a Japanese, evi- 
dently barbarously murdered. The arms 
were tightly bound to his sides, and there 
wub a stub on each eido, just below tho 
heart. 

An experiment very deserving of support 
is ubout to be made by ono o( our enterpri- 
sing mercantile houses.

Our Nagasaki correspondent reportB tho 
cessaliun of hostilities betweeu tho Tycoon 
and Choshiu, chiefly on account of thu pows 
orful aid oblained by the latter from olher 
great princes in the Empire. The steamer 
Viola has been sold to the princo of Satsama 
lor 895,000. 

At Hukodudi all remains quiet. Trade 
seems gradually improving, but ban not yet 
sufficiently revived to encourage extensive 
speculation. 

The iillicers of the British Fleet and of the 
20tb regiment played a cricket mutch, Sep- 
tember 22d, tho lutlcr winning by 51 runs, in 
one innings. 

The Japanese havo commenced the ex- 
periment of sending their staples lo be sold 
at auction. 123 bales of Bilk were olierod by 
Riokerby, Wcstwood, and Soare. A great 
irnsiake was made by the Japanese in send- 
ing men to run up the prices. It caused a 
good dual ol amusement not altogether un- 
mingled with annoyance amongst tho assem- 
bled merchants and buyers. 

On tho 21st of September, about noon, a 
smart shock ol an earthquake was experien- 
ced in Yokohama.
